Sev era l months ago the Missouri Publisher had un fie* 
about the suit brought by the Prospeet-News of Doniphan to re 
cover pay for back subscription. 
The lower court found for the 
defendant, but the court of appeals at Springfield reversed the 
verdict and remanded the case for a new trial. 
The opinion in the case written by Judge Robert J. Smith, 
said: 
“The preparation and publication of a newspaper involves 
much mental and physical labor, as well as an outlay of money. 
One who acoepts the paper by continously taking it from the post­ 
office or from carrier receives a benefit and pleasure arising from 
such labor and expenditure, as fully as if he had appropriated any 
other product of another’s labor, and must be held liable for tho 
subncrlption price.” 
The retrial of the case, in view of the finding of Hie appeals 
court, resulted in a verdict for the newspaper. 
This makes a 
precedent that should help publishers generally in collecting old 
subscription accounts, though the paid-in-advance basis would be 
much better for all.— The Missouri Publisher and Red Wing 
Eagle.
